Blum, Harold Francis. Time’s arrow and 
evolution. Princeton, $4. September 17. 


A challenging, lively, and significant addition 
to the literature of evolution. The importance 
of time in the process of evolution has led 
the author to apply certain physical and 
chemical laws which he feels have set limita- 
tions to the evolutionary course. The intelli- 
gent lay reader should find it of interest while 
the scientist will want to give it serious con- 
sideration. 


Brasset, Edmund A. A doctor’s pilgrimage. 
Lippincott, $3.50. September 19. 


A Canadian doctor’s story of his beginning 
years in medica! practice during the depres- 
sion. Filled with the ambition to be a brain 
surgeon, but unable to finance further educa- 
tion, he went to a small town in Nova Scotia, 
reputed to have nothing but fog and fish. In- 
stead of making money his debts increased 
and creditors harassed him, so he tried a min- 
ing town, then a hospital for the insane, and 
eventually found a congenial town and built 
up a practice. When his great opportunity 
came, in the form of a residency in a large 
city hospital, he realized he no longer wanted 
to be a specialist, and chose the role of gen- 
eral practitioner for closer contact with his 
people. Filled with anecdotes of patients, and 
stories of Nova Scotia, all told with great good 
humor. 


Burr, Pamela. My Turkish 
Norton, $3. September. 


An experienced schoolteacher, with an alert 
interest in world affairs, went to Istanbul in 
1945 to teach English in the American Girls’ 
College. Her adventures, beginning with the 
voyage with a shipload of government officials, 
missionaries, and deported aliens, and pro- 
gressing through class work with Turkish and 
Armenian girls, visits in their homes, and ex- 
ploratory trips in the surrounding country, 
are told in a brisk narrative, with tolerance 
and sympathy for people, and an attempt to 
understand the unfamiliar way of life, with its 
conflict of old and new in modern Turkey.

Caldwell, Erskine. Call 
Duell, $3.50. September. 


A literary autobiography, surprisingly reti- 
cent about the author’s personal life aside 
from his writing. Caldwell began in boyhood 
by furnishing items to Georgia newspapers, 
decided to making a living as a writer, and 
persevered through years of poverty, finding 
a slim market in little magazines, finally at- 
tracting the attention of Maxwell Perkins and 
breaking into Scribner’s before Tobacco Road, 
his first novel, was published. In spite of gen- 
erally unsympathetic reviews, financial success 
increased with each successive book, and was 
climaxed by several Hollywood assignments. 
His two passions were writing and traveling, 
and he records, with little comment, his trav- 
els in this country and his trip to Russia in 
search of material.

Johnson, Gerald White. This American 
people. Harper, $2.75. October 31. 


This is one of the three books sponsored by 
the A.L.A. 75th anniversary committee. It 
challenges Americans to meet the problems of 
today with courage and advises them to con- 
sider the courage and foresight shown by the 
writers of the Declaration of Independence 
and the framers of the Constitution. Analysis 
shows how wisely the founding fathers met 
the problems involving free speech, free en- 
terprise, free association, freedom of con- 
science, freedom of thought, and states’ rights, 
and how wisely or unwisely the ever-recur- 
ring problems have been met by successive 
generations. The new problem for Americans 
today is the tremendous weight of the U.S. 
in world affairs. As a simplified stimulating 
survey the book is good material for the in- 
dividual reader and a starting point for dis- 
cussion groups. 


Kramer, Dale. Ross and the New Yorker. 
Doubleday, $3.50. November 8. 


The sophisticated magazine of humor and its 
irascible editor are described in a detailed 
narrative that follows the fortunes of the 
New Yorker, its policies, and its contributors. 
Ross began as a tramp newspaper man and, 
during the war, edited the Stars and Stripes. 
In 1925 he was ready to stake everything on a 
new style periodical, designed for the metro- 




















































politan area, and drawing expensive adver- 
tising. For 25 years he has guided it, 
established its style, harassed employees, 
developed a unique type of humor, and made 
himself a legend. 


Matthews, Tanya. Journey between free- 
doms. Westminster, $3.50. October 22. 


The oppressions of life in Soviet Russia are 
present but are not the dominant theme in the 
autobiography of a young woman who has 
vivid, fragmentary memories of the revolution. 
Her account details the business of everyday 
living in which overcrowding, shortages, 
hardships, and police surveillance were part of 
the accepted norm. The important matters 
were trying to get an education, the ambi- 
tions to be on the stage or in films, earning 
a living as a teacher of English, marriage to 
a Russian cameraman and the resultant child 
(after several abortions) and, at last, marriage 
to an English correspondent. The author’s 
spirited attitude, her vitality, and her con- 
versational reportage give the book its appeal. 


Michener, James Albert. The voice of 
Asia. Random, $3.50. October. 


With a forthright approach and clarity of ex- 
pression the author reports on a tour of 
inquiry he made through the countries of 
Asia. He chronicles interviews with peasants 
and officials, reports on his impressions of the 
economic and political life, and manages to 
capture the spirit of each country. To Amer- 
ica’s failure to recognize the rising naticnalists 
and give them support, he attributes our 
present low reputation in Asia; on the mutual 
belief in the power and rights of the people, 
the integrity of Asian leaders, and the reser- 
voir of good will remaining for us there, he 
bases his conviction that America has a 
second chance and with care and faith can 
regain Asia’s friendship. 


Toombs, Alfred. Honeymoon for seven. 
Crowell, $3. October 19. 


The author of Raising a riot (Booxk.ist 46:3, 
S 1 49) married a young widow with two 
little daughters, and his business of writing 
while attempting to run a subsistence farm 
to keep the wolf from the door proved almost 
too much for him. This humorous chronicle 
of family life is filled with the vicissitudes of 
gardening, goat raising, the ineptitude of the 
temperamental young giant they hired, the in- 
convenience of the repairs the author’s father 
started and never finished, and the parents’ 
earnest efforts at making two families into 
one.

Asch, Shalom. Moses; tr. by Maurice 
Samuel. Putnam, $3.75. September 21. 


Recapitulates the story of Moses, introducing 





him in the decisive moment of his young man- 
hood when he resolved to seek out the Hebrew 
parents of whose existence he had always 
been dimly aware. From their first rejection 
of Moses, the Hebrew people came to a gradual 
acceptance of him as a leader and champion, 
and finally as the deputy of their God. A 
wealth of background detail gives a vivid and 
gaudy picture of the superstitious, lewd, and 
often bestial behavior of contemporary 
peoples; the narrative pictures the difficulty 
with which the stern Mosaic laws created a 
different pattern of living for the Israelites. 


Crone, Anne. The pleasant lea. Scribner, 
$3. September. 


Schoolteacher Faith, shamed by her brother’s 
forced marriage to a worthless girl is, never- 
theless, unstirred by her mother’s desire for 
her to marry, or by Mark’s offer of security 
in marriage. Unable to marry Antony Fletch- 
er because of his family’s disapproval, she 
stands aside while he lives a brief unhappy 
married life with fragile Alison. After Alison’s 
death he returns to Faith, but her love has 
changed and Mark’s steadiness is what she 
desires. A slow-moving, wordy Irish novel, 
minus dialect but with considerable lush senti- 
ment and descriptions of nature. 


Giles, Henry. Harbin’s ridge. Houghton, 
$2.75. September 13. 


A first novel written with charm and depth, 
in the lovely, melodic language of the Ken- 
tucky hills. Jeff Harbin tells of his own life 
and of Faleecy John Squires who was his best 
friend and, unknown to Jeff, the bastard son 
of Jeff's own father Mark. Faleecy, who 
grasped life with both hands, was Jeff’s con- 
stant companion, teacher, and object of ex- 
treme devotion, but as Mark’s early attempts 
at recompense flare up into unconscious self- 
righteousness, Faleecy John’s resentment be- 
comes deeper and culminates in the seduction 
of Lucibel, Mark’s still-young wife. Jeff kills 
Faleecy to save his parents and his friend 
from the inevitable revelation and violence. 


Marquand, John Phillips. Melville Good- 
win, USA. Little, $3.75. October 1. 


A profile of General Goodwin is in prepara- 
tion, following his newsworthy handling of 
an international incident; as he reminisces 
for the benefit of the writers, he emerges as 
the personification of the military mind. It 
is a cynical, weary, yet admiring picture of 
an immature human being, but a first-class 
fighting man, worth every cent of his public 
education, a simple, single-hearted person, 
perfectly adjusted to his own tight little world 
of “the service,” incapable of appreciating the 
civilian point of view on any subject. Good- 
win’s account of his typical American boy- 
hood, the successful career which he owed 
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largely to his ambitious wife, and his war 
experiences, leaves out nothing but the af- 
fair with predatory Dottie Peale, which nearly 
wrecked his career. 


O'Malley, Mary Dolling (Sanders). The 
falcon in flight, by Ann Bridge, pseud. 
Macmillan, $4.50. October 23. 


Tedious, unless read as a combination of 
travelog and history, only slightly disguised as 
a novel. Through her friendship with well- 
born Féridé, Fanny Price learns to appreciate 
Turkish culture and to feel more at home in 
furkey than in England. The adolescent 
girls are separated during the first world 
war, and on her return Fanny falls in love 
with Mustafa Kemel, but realizes that she 
must leave him, and the country he sym- 
bolizes, unless she wishes to harm both. In 
the meantime Féridé has married Kemel’s 
most trusted aide; her experiences in Ankara, 
both during and after the war, furnish a per- 
sonalized record of the remaking of modern 
Turkey. 


Robertson, Constance (Noyes). The gold- 
en circle. Random, $3. September. 


An exciting and authentic historical novel 
about an important fringe of the Civil War— 
the Copperheads of Ohio, the secret Knights 
of the Golden Circle, the Morgan raids into 
Northern territory, and the plot to form a 
separate Northwest Confederacy. Zachary 
Granger, Union agent sent to ferret out the 
leaders of the conspiracy, is in the center 
of the story, complicating his mission by 
falling in love with Gina, cousin and supporter 
of a Copperhead leader. It is her son Larry 
who loses his life when he confuses the 
Copperhead cause with affection for his 
mother, and almost defeats Granger’s work 
and endangers the Union cause in the 
process. 


Sharp, Margery. 
$3. October 17. 


Lise is a heroine who will stand beside Cluny 
Brown (BOOoKLIsT 41:23, S 44); although her 
social status is higher than Cluny’s, Lise too 
unintentionally upsets her small world with 
amusing results. An orphan, exceedingly well 
srought up according to French middle-class 
tradition, Lise was seventeen and marriage- 
able when she arrived in England. Through

the eyes of her devoted but world-weary 
cousin Martin, the reader views domineering 
Tante Amélie’s unscrupulous attempts to mar- 
ry off her niece, first to the mentally deficient 
Lord Mull and then to the racketeer Stanis- 
laus, while Lise herself quietly goes about 
the business of annexing the unprepossessing 
young schoolmaster who is her own choice. 


Verissimo, Erico. Time and the wind. 
Macmillan, $4.95. September 18. 


A long novel portrays the affairs of the Terra- 
Cambara family and the social changes in an 
inland Brazilian community from the 1740’s 
to 1895. The story opens on the last day of a 
siege of a republican stronghold by federalist 
forces and in the retracing of the preceding 
150 years war of some kind, either Spanish- 
Portuguese clashes or civil conflict, is ever 
recurrent. Pedro, child of an Indian woman 
and an unknown white soldier, is the pro- 
genitor of the family whose affairs reflect 
social changes and whose _ strong-minded 
women share honors with the men in deter- 
mining the course of family events. In this 
period colonies of European immigrants, 
mostly Germans, entered the Brazilian scene, 
and also in these years an equitable place 
for Indians and Negroes was determined, and 
both factors figured in the development of 
the Terra-Cambara family. The novel is 
written with detail of setting and an under- 
standing of character that enliven the nar- 
rative and prevent it from being a lifeless 
panorama. 


White, Nelia (Gardner). Woman at the 
window. Viking, $3.50. Tentative date 
September. 


A story of family life, somewhat tortuous in 
its portrayal of the introspection of a shy girl 
who had always been overshadowed by her 
sister. Enjoying her new independence in 
New York, Liz was called back when Anna 
was crippled by an accident, and gradually she 
realized the extent of her sister’s selfishness 
and her ruthless power. Using her beauty and 
graciousness as tools, Anna spread her web 
of possessiveness, spying on her friends, in- 
fluencing them slyly, keeping her husband 
and another man bound to her, and enslaving 
Liz. Her small son was the only person who 
refused to admire or trust her, until a friend 
seeing the havoc spread, forced Anna to see 
herself as she was, and to free Liz.

Commager, Henry Steele. Living ideas in 
America. Harper, $6. October 31. 


The A.L.A. 75th anniversary theme, “The her- 
itage of the U.S.A. in times of crisis,” is docu- 
mented in a volume of excerpts from official 
and literary sources. The writings are grouped 
under three main headings: The American 
setting; Principles, traditions, and institutions; 
and America as a world power, and together 
they trace political and social development in 
the U.S. This book complements Johnson’s 
This American people (BooK.ist 48:1, 5 1 51) 
and is also sponsored by the A.L.A. 75th anni- 
versary committee. 


Corle, Edwin. The Gila, river of the 
Southwest. Rinehart, $4.50. October 25. 


In the opening pages, two dinosaurs engage 
in a death struggle midstream of the Gila, then 
a shallow, wide-spreading stream much like 
the Everglades of today. From that point on, 
this exceptionally fascinating addition to the 
Rivers of America series never lets go of the 
reader’s imagination, as it moves from a re- 
construction of the vanished pre-Columbian 
civilization to the first explorations of treas- 
ure-hunting Spaniards, legends, stories of 
Apaches and American pioneers, details of the 
Gadsden purchase, and wild West tales of the 
nineteenth century. 


Edman, Irwin. Under whatever sky. Vi- 
king, $3. October. 


Little moral essays in which the sentiments 
fluctuate from the rare and witty to the almost 
platitudinous. The author records much about 
New York and about the philosopher in so- 
ciety and writes on other subjects as widely 
varied as boredom and fellow travelers, mo- 
rality and wire recorders. The brevity and 
unpretentious language may attract readers 
outside the author’s usual circle of admirers. 
Appeared first in the American Scholar. 


Forrestal, James. The Forrestal diaries; 
ed. by Walter Millis with the collaboration 
of E. S. Duffield. Viking, $5. October 11. 


A chronological record excerpted from the 15 
notebooks in which the late Secretary of De- 


fense kept an informal record of his term in 
office from 1944 until his resignation in 1949. 
Because of the volume of material, the editors 
have omitted what was routine, ephemeral, or 
repetitious, references that would violate mili- 
tary security, subjects like the Pearl Harbor 
investigation that have already been thorough- 
ly aired, and personal references that might 
appear libelous; the remainder is important 
background material for understanding of 
current affairs. Parts of the book have already 
appeared serially in the New York Herald 
Tribune and Life. 


Marshall, Catherine. A man called Peter. 
McGraw-Hill, $3.50. October 8. 


Chaplain of the Senate, minister in Atlanta 
and Washington, D.C., a preacher noted for 
his pungent metaphors and vigorous faith, 
and author of Mr. Jones, meet the Master!, 
Peter Marshall made an indelible impression 
on the religious life of the country. In this 
biography his wife reveals much of his per- 
sonal side and a great deal of herself. She de- 
scribes her husband’s boyhood in Scotland, 
their courtship and marriage, a little of the 
conflict within the church, and a great deal 
about the vital and very personal religion 
which guided their lives. Many of Dr. Mar- 
shall’s prayers and sermons are included. 


Meredith, Roy. Mr. Lincoln’s contempo- 
raries, an album of portraits by Mathew 
B. Brady. Scribner, $6. September 24. 


Most of the portraits, selected from thousands 
made by Brady, are of men who were prom- 
inent in public affairs from 1850 to 1865; 
there are statesmen, political leaders, news- 
papermen, and a few military men. Actresses 
predominate in the small group of women. 
The text sketches the career of the subjects 
and their contribution to the times, but the 
chief interest is in the photographs as docu- 
mentation of the period. 


Moody, Ralph. Man of the family. Nor- 
ton, $3. October 22. 


The Moodys of Little Britches (BooKListT 
47:11, S 159) make a valiant effort to support 
themselves and stay together after the father 
dies and eleven-year-old Ralph becomes the 
man of the family. Ralph is especially re- 
sourceful in finding ways to earn money by 





doing anything from pulling weeds to driving 
cattle, riding as a jockey, or making a cur- 
tain stretcher. The warm family feeling, their 
independence, and ingenuity will again ap- 
peal as in the earlier book. 


Mumford, Lewis. The conduct of life. 
Harcourt, $5. September 24. 


The fourth and final volume in the author's 
set of related studies of modern civilization of 
which Technics and civilization was the first. 
This is a consideration of the individual’s role 
in the new civilization; it explores the need for 
a philosophy and a religion that will teach 
man individual human worth and also equip 
him to act as a member of a group. The 
author writes with clarity but without at- 
tempting a popular style; the book is a worthy 
addition to the protests against the automatism 
of mechanized society and to the pleas for a 
renewal of human values. 


Villiers, Alan J. The quest of the schoon- 
er Argus. Scribner, $3.75. October 1. 


For lovers of the sea, this factual account of 
a voyage on a modern schooner in the Portu- 
guese Grand Banks fishing fleet will be wel- 
come. The author, though seaman enough to 
be familiar with the gear and to use the lan- 
guage of the sea without self-consciousness, is 
still outsider enough to observe and provide 
answers to the questions a stranger might ask. 
He gives scraps of history and the back- 
ground of Portuguese traditions, emphasiz- 
ing throughout the marvelous blend of the 
best of ancient tradition and the efficient use 
of such modern equipment as refrigeration 
and radio, and in brief vignettes of the officers 
and men mirrors the courage and spirit of the 
fleet.

Bennett, Kemys Deverell. The fabulous 
wink. Pellegrini, $3. September 21. 


A comedy of the spiritual vs. the material in 
which a statue in a Normandy village church 
winks at an American weman and an English 
clergyman. The American delights in the 
mystical and supernatural and is charmed by 
the wink; the clergyman is logical and skepti- 
cal. Most of the villagers welcome the act as 
a miracle that will attract the tourist trade; 
the bishop denounces it as the work of the 
devil. All ends happily when the American’s 
East Indian companion displays his skill in 
oriental magic and the bishop reverses his 
decision. 


Brebner, Winston. The second circle. Vi- 
king, $3. Tentative date October. 


A stark, fatalistic tale, in which an appeal-

ing pair of lovers is doomed from the start. 
Afier the U.S. Army has moved on, Pio Gen- 
tile, an Italian-American from Boston, re- 
alizes that his affair with the pretty war 
widow, Francesca, is more than a _ passing 
fancy. One thing after another prevents Pio 
from communicating with Francesca; when he 
learns that she has gone in search of an abor- 
tionist, he commits every crime in the mili- 
tary book in an attempt to reach her in time, 
fails, and loses his own life in a desperate 
effort to get medical help. 


Coxhead, Elizabeth. One green bottle. 
Lippincott, $3. September 19. 


Cathy, child of English slums, accepts a 
stranger’s offer of a week-end trip to Wales, 
and is willingly seduced. More important to 
her than the seduction, considered inevitable 
in her sordid life, was the introduction to 
mountain climbing. Accepted by a group of 
climbers who spent their free time at a hostel, 
Cathy became an expert, and lived for the 
week ends. A love affair with a teacher in- 
spired her to study, and when his ardor cooled 
she had acquired a sense of responsibility, 
and decided to marry a neighbor when he 
came out of reform school. The descriptions of 
climbing are the best part of the book; Cathy’s 
metamorphosis seems implausible. The casual 
attitude toward sex may offend some readers. 


Hobart, Alice Tisdale (Nourse). The 
serpent-wreathed | staff. Bobbs-Merrill, 
$3.50. November. 


Conflicting ideals in the medical profession, 
and racial discrimination in professional and 
social life are forces that shape the lives of 
two brothers. Sam, dedicated to the rigid 
orthodoxy of medicine, was successful in his 
profession, and a benevolent despot in the 
home; Alan, faithful to the ideals of a grand- 
father who had not conformed, struck out for 
himself and started a practice in socialized 
medicine. Domestic troubles were present in 
both families, for Sam’s daughter eloped with 
a doctor who was escaping Sam’s domination; 
Alan’s wife was stricken with polio. A story 
that is intelligent, if stereotyped. 


Stevenson, Dorothy Emily. Shoulder the 
sky, a story of winter in the hills. Rine- 
hart, $2.75. October 25. 


The first year of marriage is happy and re- 
warding for Rhoda, who in Music in the hills 
(Bookutst 47:69, O 50) gave up a painting 
career in London for a farm in the Scottish 
hills. There is a talented child to be helped, 
tangled romances to be straightened, new 
friends on the scattered farms, and the dis- 
covery that she could continue her painting. 
Pleasant, gently romantic story similar to the 
earlier one.

Barzun, Jacques, ed. Companion to the 
muse. Viking, $5. November. 


A varied and readable selection of writings 
about music, which includes not only pieces 
by Schubert and Wagner but excerpts from 
Martin Chuzzlewit, from a Chesterton essay, 
irom Barnum’s description of Jenny Lind, and 
from Luther’s In praise of music, as well as 
fiction, criticism, letters, and musical lore by 
many other professional and incidental writers 
on music. The editor’s tastes are inclusive 
and his choice is neither too erudite for the 
average music lover nor too common for 
the musician. 


Bellamy, Francis Rufus. The private life 
of George Washington. Crowell, $5. No- 
vember 1. 


The questionable title to the contrary, this 
is not a book for scandal lovers. Within the 
pattern of historic events and following the 
trend of interpreting heroes in the light of 
modern psychology, the author strips the 
legend from Washington and presents in its 
place a thoroughly human, but unforgettable, 
picture of a leader. There is much about the 
women in his life, and of the contradictions 
in the man himself; there are vivid descrip- 
tions of the war years when the reader is 
acutely aware of the hurt and disgust with 
which Washington watched his associates and 
the Congress waver and turn against him, and 
there is a convincing picture of the presiden- 
tial years, unflattering to Jefferson and his 
cohorts, when as President, Washington strove 
t> evolve a united, respected nation from 
squabbling colonials. 


Burgess, Perry. Born of those years, an 
autobiography. Holt, $4. December 3. 


The author of Who walk alone (BooK.isT 37: 
85, N 1 40) writes of his life work helping 
those whom he calls the “most gallant people 
on the face of the earth—those who are the 
victims of leprosy.” Beginning as a minister, 
he soon turned to organizational work and 


fund raising, and spent a year with Grenfell 
in Labrador. Then, his interest in leprosy 
roused by General Leonard Wood, he began a 
campaign for funds for research and housing, 
and an organization, later to become inter- 
national, was founded. As director, the author 
has traveled all over the world, visiting 
leprosaria, talking with patients, missionaries, 
and doctors. This is not a grim story; written 
for the layman, it stresses the wide spread 
of leprosy, the slight danger of communica- 
tion, the effect of early treatment, and above 


all the social effects of ostracism and preju- 
dice. 


Freeman, Douglas Southall. George Wash- 
ington, a biography. v.3, Planter and 
patriot; v.4, Leader of the revolution. 
Scribner, 2v. set, $15. October 15. 


Originally announced as a six-volume project 
(BooKList 45:87, N 1 48); plans now call for 
eight volumes. Volumes three and four pick 
up the narrative with Washington’s marriage, 
and carry it through April 1778, when success 
finally relieved the gloom of winter at Valley 
Forge. Drawing on primary sources, the au- 
thor shows Washington going about his busi- 
ness as a landowner, a man of affairs, and a 
neighbor upon whom friends called for advice 
or help, and an unassertive, but dependable 
public-spirited citizen. When at last he was 
called upon to assume a public role, he was 
able to bring to it patience, tact, and calm, 
deliberate habits of judgment. 


Furman, Bess. White House 
Bobbs-Merrill, $4. November. 


Again covering the nation’s capital from the 
woman’s angle, the author of Washington 
by-line (Book.ist 45:185, F 1 49) reviews the 
domestic details in connection with the his- 
tory of the White House itself, and the women 
who presided over it. Such positive personali- 
ties as Dolly Madison and Eleanor Roosevelt 
naturally rate the fullest treatment, but many 
another lesser-known presidential hostess 
comes to life in a few gossipy references. 
Chiefly for the woman who likes to know the 
color of the President’s carpets, and the state 
of his kitchen equipment.

This book on prejudices and ways of over- 
coming them is based on work of the Com- 
mission on Community Interrelations and two 
similar agencies. Surveys and experiments of 
these organizations bring out the importance 
of the group as a controller of individual 
prejudice and also the effectiveness of group 
discussions in bringing about changes. The 
descriptions of methods and the reports on 
the surveys and experiments are offered as 
a guide for communities in attacking prob- 
lems of prejudice. 


Twiss, Clinton. The long, long trailer. 
Crowell, $3. October 8. 


After many years of radio work the author 
decided to buy a trailer, tour the U.S. and 
then go to Europe, taking a two-year vacation 
(television was driving him mad anyway). 
With his wife, who is pictured throughout the 
book as a dimwitted female, he bought a car 
and trailer in California, went to the North- 
west, then to the South, to Florida, north to 
New England, and home. One year, with- 
out the European trip, exhausted their re- 
sources, so he began to write a book, while 
in the next trailer James Jones was writing 
From here to eternity. The account of their 
misadventures, and frequent desperation as 
they learned about driving, trailer camps, and 
fellow travelers, is entertaining, although the 
humor is somewhat forced. 


Woodbury, George. The great days of pi- 
racy in the West Indies. Crowell, $3. No- 
vember 12. 


A breezy and somewhat ironic style enlivens 
this factual account of piracy. The author 
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traces briefly the traditions of Mediterranean 
piracy, the national events which led to its 
emergence in the Caribbean, and the social 
conditions which produced the manpower. 
He describes the food and drink of the pirates, 
how they conducted a foray, and how they 
lived on shipboard; he admires the democratic 
share system, and the pirate republic, and 
gives due credit to Woodes Rogers for the final 
suppression of piracy; he explodes some ro- 
mantic legends and strengthens others—par- 
ticularly confirming the stories of two famous 
women pirates.

Lieberman, Rosalie. The man who sold 
Christmas. Longmans, $2. October 17. 


A long short story about Brother Angelo who 
is commissioned by God to spread the spirit 
of Christmas. Brother Angelo tries speaking 
to the crowds in New York and is unsuccess- 
ful, but when he concentrates on individuals 
he completes his mission. Although four 
seems a small number to have been helped, 
Brother Angelo is assured that God is satisfied. 
The story is somewhat too contrived to be 
wholly effective.

In this sophisticated Christmas fantasy, Santa 
Claus (familiarly known as Nick) and his 
wife Crystal face a marital crisis. In the 
thousands of years the immortal couple have 
lived at the North Pole, Crystal has become 
more and more restive at being taken for 
granted, and with male imperviousness, Nick 
is unable to see her viewpoint until Admiral 
Trek, an explorer, accidentally pays a visit to 
the North Pole, and arouses Nick’s jealousy 
by his attentions to Crystal.

Coon, Carleton Stevens. Caravan: the 
story of the Middle East. Holt, $5. No- 
vember 12. 


An anthropologist with the ability to write 
enjoyably about his research gives an over- 
all historical view of the culture of the 
countries of the Middle East from Morocco 
to Afghanistan. Physical features of land and 
climate are examined first, followed by studies 
of the many groups of peoples and their 
languages, religions, and family life. Local 
government, village and town life, and trans- 
portation are also presented with sketches of 
typical examples of each. This and the 
Deuglas bock below cover many of the same 
countries and are good background material 
for understanding current developments in 
the area, although one presents the anthro- 
pologist’s analytical view of a culture and its 
origin and the other uses a political-human- 
itarian approach to the contemporary scene. 
Will be illustrated with photographs and 
maps. 


Douglas, William Orville. Strange lands 
and friendly people. Harper, $4.50. No- 
vember 1. 


Justice Douglas’ forthright reports of his trips, 
in 1949 and 1950-51, through Persia, Greece, 
Israel, India, and the Arab and Moslem 
states. He transcribes talks with tribesmen 
and officials, describes their way of life, and 
seeks the answer to communist strength in 
Asia. From the journey and the contacts with 
the people he evolves certain suggestions for 
American foreign policy—that the people 
rather than any professed anticommunist re- 
gime must be supported, that health and edu- 
cational guidance is more needed than mili- 
tary and industrial aid, and that the develop- 
ment of strong and self-respecting nations is 
more to be desired than the continuation of 
colonialism practiced so long by Europe and 
so hated by the peoples of the Middle East. 


Morgan, Murray. Skid road. Viking, $3.75. 
Tentative date November. 
Lusty talk about the people who made Seattle 


—gamblers, politicians, labor leaders, pioneers, 
and easy ladies—Doc Maynard. John Consi- 


dine, Anna Louise Strong, Vic Meyers, the 
bandleader who joked his way into the 
lieutenant governorship, and the president of 
the Teamsters’ Union, Dave Beck. The days of 
Indian raids and the agitation of the Wob- 
blies, the wide-open gambling, and the de- 
pressicn-spawned slum of Hooverville are pic- 
tured in detail and with a journalist’s delight 
in names and news and a historian’s sense of 
time. Seattle is presented as a city which has 
achieved success and now has only to acquire 
the assurance her success offers her. 


Perry, Ralph Barton. The citizen decides. 
Indiana Univ. Press, $3. October 29. 


The author believes the citizen must make 
up his mind, after a judicious examination 
of opinions, even though there is never any 
possibility of his being irrevocably right. 
Likewise, a teacher must teach a student 
how to decide and must offer positive ideas 
rather than a mere negative approach. Fol- 
lowing his own advice the author then offers 
what he believes to be right, going from such 
accepted generalizations as the need for an 
awakened civic morality to more debatable 
suggestions such as the admission of China 
to the U.N. and the release of Formosa, with- 
drawal from Korea, and unification and de- 
militarization of Germany. Though the excel- 
lent objectiveness in the expression of a 


_ citizen’s duties is somewhat lessened by the 


positive opinions of the end, the author is 
consistent to his purpose and provides a useful 
résumé of one bloc of current opinion. 


Teale, Edwin Way. North with the spring.

A naturalist follows spring in a zig-zag course 
from its first intangible emergence in tropi- 
cal Florida, through the Everglades, Louisiana 
swamps, and the Tennessee mountains, along 
the Carolina coast, and up to the edge of 
Canada. On the way he records the flights of 
birds, the change in trees and plants in moun- 
tain and lowland, he talks to naturalists and 
to guides, and in charming prose and a friend- 
ly manner makes the reader feel a member 
of all his expeditions, from gathering medic- 
inal plants in the Great Smokies to walking 
with John Kieran in New York’s Van Cort- 
landt Park. 
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Van Der Post, Laurens. Venture to the 
interior. Morrow, $3. October 24. 


A journey of the spirit in the Saint Exupéry 
tradition, this is not only the report of a 
mapping survey of unexplored parts of Africa 
but a parallel probing into the mysterious 
darkness of man’s soul. Displaying a rare 
depth of understanding and unabashed love 
of Africa, the author tells of climbing Mlanje 
or mapping the unknown plain of Nyasaland 
or notes the imposition of European civiliza- 
tion upon the unrelenting wildness of Africa, 
meditating meanwhile upon the clash of hate 
and love in man, of the need for the fa- 
miliar and the closeness of humanity in mis- 
fortune. Soldier, traveler, philosopher, and 
skilled writer, the author has much to say 
and will please a varied public. 


FICTION 


Fleming, Berry. The fortune tellers. Lip- 
pincott, $3.75. November 7. 


A novel which is difficult to summarize be- 
cause of the intricate interweaving of many 
threads. A flooding river threatens a small 
Southern town, and many people are diverted 
from the courses they had meant to pursue. 
Among them is a northern reporter who had 
intended, from mixed motives, to stir up an 
old affair of a Negro sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for the murder of a white man, 
and who is moved to temper justice with 
mercy when he becomes better acquainted 
with the people concerned. Another is Bar- 
field, a leading citizen, who formerly con- 
curred in putting the blame on the innocent 
Negro, but changes his attitude about that 
and many other issues, particularly his love 
for Hannah Winans. 


Roy, Gabrielle. Where nests the water 
hen. Harcourt, $3. October 22. 


Two long short stories, linked into the sem- 
blance of a novel by the use of the same 
characters and setting—a tiny settlement of 
French-Canadians in Manitoba. The first 
story is concerned with Luzina, whose zeal in

her children’s behalf leads to the establish- 
ment of a school on her lonely island. The 
second, with the muscular Capuchin, Father 
Joseph-Marie, whose shrewdness and saint- 
liness are so intermingled as to make him 
both loved and respected not only by those 
of his own faith but by others as well. Two 
more refreshing characters would be hard 
to find—a pleasant change from murderers 
and adulterers.

Set in a college of Cambridge University, this 
records the wrangling of a group of projies- 
sors as they attempt to choose a new head- 
master from among themselves.

According to this version Here- 
ward, famous as a fighter against the Saracens, 
returned to England at the news of William's 
successful invasion, roused the English, and 
fought and lived as an outlaw in his native 
fens and forests, until his death in battle. 
For dramatic effect he is supplied with a love 
story, concerning a Norman lady whom he 
rescued many times over, and married, there- 
by incurring the enmity of an ambitious Nor- 
man who achieved Hereward’s death by trick- 
ery.

The final volume of the literary history of the 
US., which began with The flowering of New 
England; additional volumes treating specific 
periods in detail have extended the series to 
five volumes instead of the two originally 
planned. With the author’s usual leisurely 
and minutely detailed treatment, this discusses 
American literature, the geographical and cul- 
tural influences that shaped it, and the out- 
standing writers of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries. Although the title 
sets 1915 as the outside limit, the discussion 
foreshadows some significant postwar develop- 
ments. 


Dangerfield, George. The era of good feel- 
ings. Harcourt, $6. January 3. 


An exhaustive but readable description of the 
period following the War of 1812, centered on 
the Monroe administration, which was the 
pivotal point in a significant time of transition. 
Discusses the personalities and events, both 
American and European, concerned in the 
transition from Jeffersonian democracy, which 
operated on the principle that the best cen- 


“tral government governed least, to Jacksonian 


democracy, under which a central government 
was expected to intervene on behalf of its 
less influential and needy citizens.

In the 1920’s it was becoming fashionable for 
Chicago’s more daring debutantes to take jobs 
at Marshall Field’s, the store which was both 
shopping and social headquarters for the 
Carriage Trade. One of the forerunners, the 
author was assigned to the advertising bureau; 
here she tells the serio-comic story of her 
initiation into the specialized life behind the 
scenes in a large department store. Research 
as well as recollection has gone into this 
account, so that it is at once a lively and 
factual record of a unique situation, and of the 
personalities concerned in it. 


Wells, Carveth. The road to Shalimar. 
Doubleday, $3.50. February 7. 


The author of many popular travel books de- 


scribes his brief stay in Pakistan, where he 
prepared publicity materials for the govern- 
ment, and the more extended visit to Kashmir 
which followed. With his wife and a British 
friend, he rented an elaborate houseboat on 
Dal Lake, making side trips to such famous 
scenic spots as Shalimar. He has a great deal 
to report about the very different modes of 
existence seen among Europeans and native 
peoples, but his observations are superficial 
and his political opinions highly prejudiced, 
whether in regard to Pakistan and India, or 
England, Sweden, and the US.

As in Rebecca there is suspicion in this story, 
and the possibility of crime, but no evidence 
against the woman who may have poisoned 
her husband and attempted to poison a lover. 
Philip Ashley tel!s the story of his beloved 
uncle and of their Cornish home where they 
lived happily without women. Then ill health 
sent the uncle to Italy, he married Rachel, 
and died. Unwillingly Philip receives the 
widow in Cornwall, succumbs to her charm, 
and against his will learns what may be the 
truth, then allows her to die in an accident. 
The time is probably the eighteenth century, 
and the story has an air of unreality.

This novel about a woman candidate for the 
U.S. presidency concentrates on the problems 
that arise in her family due to the possible 
move to the White House. Foremost is the 
rivalry with her husband, a newspaper editor 
and unsuccessful candidate for governor, with 
whom, in spite of their great love and need 
for each other, she has always competed 
since her days as a girl reporter; next are the 
uncertainties of her three children, and last. 
the mixed reactions of her domestic staff. 
Each problem is handled seriously and with 
more than superficial consideration of human 
relations and a solution is found for each 
before the final election returns are an- 
nounced.

They make as com- 
plete a coverage of the important influences 
and episodes in his life as any previous bi- 
ography and include an analysis of the dis- 
missal which they term “brutal and callous,” 
and for which President Truman and General 
Marshall share the blame. Stress is put on 
MacArthur’s military background and the in- 
fluence of his mother on his character. Por- 
tions of his career given special attention are 
his World War I service, role in the Bonus 
marchers’ rout from Washington, World War 
II leadership, and command in Korea. In de- 
fending MacArthur the authors explode a few 
of the derogatory myths and clarify some of 
the overly adulatory, and also pass over light- 
ly what they term MacArthur’s feuds with 
Generals Eisenhower and Marshall. Some- 
what repetitious. 


Ripley, Dillon. Search for the spiny bab- 
bler; an adventure in Nepal.

An American ornithologist manages to convey 
the significance of his expeditions into Nepal 
without overburdening his account with sci- 
entific data about the birds and small mam- 
mals he collected.

The romance involves Zoé, a 
young Parisian widow, who is offered a posi- 
tion in Tiflis, Georgia, and Sasha, a Russian 
Prince. They meet in Paris but Sasha’s family 
connections lead to Zoé’s securing a position 
in a household of the Russian nobility in 
Tiflis. During a fray between Russians and 
Turks, the women and children of the house- 
hold are carried off by the Turks as hostages, 
and the captivity provides adventure, perils, 
and an introduction to the barbarity of the 
captors and the beauty of the Caucasus moun- 
tains.

Roger, black sheep of a highly respected 
Philadelphia family, comes home to attempt 
a conservative business career with his 
brother and falls into a divorce tangle that 
he, oddly enough, untangles. He is pursued 
by his former wife and by a refugee dancer 
who is the third party in a pending divorce 
involving the niece of Roger’s sister-in-law. 
Roger falls in love with the niece, who will 
have none of him, so he solves her problem 
in a nobler way. A secondary theme pre- 
sents variant views on the effectiveness of 
do-gooders, as exemplified by Roger’s brother 
Lawrence, who see the problems of the world 
and often neglect those at home.

Editor of The Booklist 1943-1952 


ARLY on the morning of January 12 a rare spirit left this earth, left it 

richer for her sojourn, poorer for her going. Eileen Cuggan was the 

eighth editor of THE Bookuiist, unknown to many of the beneficiaries 
of her wisdom, her sound book sense, her facility of expression. Associated 
with THE Book ist for nearly twenty-three years, as assistant, as associate 
editor, and finally as editor, she brought the magazine to a new peak of use- 
fulness, doing more than any of her predecessors to eliminate the lag between 
publication date and review of new books. It was she who arranged with 
publishers to furnish some titles in galley proof, so that listings in Booxutst 
columns could precede the date of publication. Miss Duggan’s knowledge of 
books was prodigious, her sense of values keen, her notes discriminating, 
d succinct, reliable. 

Eileen Duggan was born in Wisconsin in 1890, and graduated from its Uni- 
versity and its Library School. It does not surprise us to learn that she was 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa, though I am sure she never alluded to the fact 
nor displayed her key. She was definitely an individualist, never one to 
conform, to say or do the expected thing, but always to have a new slant, 
an original idea, a whimsical interpretation. Despite devoted friends, she 
was by nature a solitary. She traveled alone to England and to Mexico, 
searching out and making her own the little-known corners and the obscure 

{ treasures that an ordinary tourist would by-pass. In all her tastes she was 
eclectic, and in her personality there was a strange contradiction, for she 
was warm and friendly, yet at times somewhat austere. Again presenting 
the unexpected, she was an excellent cook, despite a life devoted to intel- 
lectual pursuits. She was marked chiefly by her courage, her independence, 
and her compassion. Her sense of humor was keen and sharp, not often 
expressed in laughter but in a twinkle behind her glasses. 

For several years she lived at Hull House, making herself a real part of 
that great institution, handling much of Jane Addams’ own correspondence, 
at the same time working as reviewer on THE Book.ist. Her life was shadowed 
by poor health, but her not infrequent illnesses were never mentioned in 
her conversation and she triumphed over all her disabilities through sheer 
will power and determination, surrendering only to death itself. Those of us 
who were her friends will always remember her enthusiasm for special books, 
and her indignation at any injustice—and for these and for other things we 
shall always miss her.

In spite of the purpose the review is 
relatively objective and the B.B.C. correspond- 
ent-author has succeeded in presenting an 
absorbing one volume over-all picture of the 
war in Europe from the eve of Dunkirk to 
the end of combat. German, British, and 


American records have been used as sources. 
Some American readers may object to the 
measure of blame placed on American diplo- 
matic immaturity for the failure of the West 
to maintain its dominance.

In 
order to get even with Arthur, Diana fakes 
an affair with her old friend Charles, but 
Arthur scores in turn by arranging for Charles 
to take Annabel off his hands, and while the 
players of this clever little game are think- 
ing up new moves, Annabel’s best friend 
makes off with Charles.

A younger 
son and two daughters complete an affection- 
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ate family. Manoog, a countryman with 
whom Setrak frequently quarrels, is the 
means toward a stroke of luck which brings 
aid to the crippled boy. Lighthearted, but 
has some touching and pathetic episodes.

Seven years in the fortunes of two families of 
drum singing entertainers, the Fangs and the 
Tangs, make up a colorful dramatic story of 
war-torn China. Fang and his adopted daugh- 
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ter Lotus Charm are more intelligent and 
ambitious than the sly, predatory Tangs, but 
all are dependent upon each other for liveli- 
hood through the flight from Hankow to 
Chungking, bombings, and other experiences 
that make up their precarious existence. 
Fang’s protection of Lotus Charm fails be- 
cause of her innocence and romantic ideas 
gleaned from Hollywood which make her 
the easy prey of an unscrupulous lover who 
deserts her. Told with humor and _ pathos, 
the story ends on a hopeful note that a more 
mature Lotus Charm will survive.

The 1200-mile trip by car, 
made with her older brother, a motherly 
paying passenger, a horse, and Beany’s rival, 
ended perfectly for Beany in spite of all the 
trouble—car, money, horse, heart—experi- 
enced along the way. There are some im- 
probabilities in the story but the characters 
have life, dialog is natural. and values sound.

Bemelmans, Ludwig. How to travel in- 
cognito. Little, $3. April 29. 


The locale this time for the author’s fanciful 
anecdotes and amusing observations on 
human nature is Paris and a few points south; 
the theme is the ease of lodging, eating, and 
traveling in a France still enamored of royalty, 
by the simple device of assuming a princely 
name. The author’s guide is the fascinating 
St. Cucuface, a bona fide count, who is a past 
master at obtaining free meals, trips, and 
services. Appeared in Holiday. 


Howarth, David. Across to 
Sloane, $3.75. May 22. 


A British naval officer tells of his unusual 
wartime assignment, acting as second in 
command of a_ half-dozen fishing vessels 
which smuggled secret agents and ammuni- 
tion from the Shetland Islands into Norway 
and brought out refugees. The handful of 
Norwegian volunteers who made up _ his 
force were iikable but intractable personali- 
ties, superb seamen who refused to have any 
part of navy discipline or red tape; the whole 
operation appears to have been madly ir- 
regular, but effective in its small way. This 
officer seems to have taken all the headaches 
and heartaches in his stride; he tells with 
quiet humor about life ashore, but his ac- 
count becomes exciting as he describes the 
several voyages and the dramatic ends of 
some of the ships and crews.

Stowe, Leland. Conquest by terror, the 
story of satellite Europe. Random, $3.50. 
April 28. 


This is an attempt to make an orderly sum- 
mary of information that has come from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain in Rumania, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, Hungary, and Bulgaria, from 
journalists in exile, former officers and offi- 
cials, specialists, recent refugees, and the 
underground. The information is analyzed to 
give a picture of the thoroughness of the 


Russian plan to take over the life of the 
satellite peoples, the extent of armament, 
prevalence of secret police, dominance in 
courts, conquest of religion, use of food as a 
weapon, use of forced labor, control of in- 
dustry and agriculture, and restrictions in 
cultural matters. The author thinks that the 
West can still reach the satellites via radio 
and help prepare them for a return to self- 
government. Parts of Chapter 2 are based on 
an article in Life. 


FICTION 


Hostovsky, 
April 25. 
Paul Kral, a journalist, is the person around 
whom this story revolves, yet he himself never 
appears in it. Friends in the American con- 
sulate and Czech associates are concerned 
with securing a visa for Kral to get to the 
U.S., and failing that, with aiding him to slip 
over the border, while personal enemies and 
communist-dominated Czech authorities are 
equally anxious to prevent his leaving. The 
reader never learns the outcome, but it does 
not matter, since the real interest of the book 
lies in the picture of a country and its indi- 
vidual citizens succumbing to the paralyzing 
powers of fear and suspicion.

Laski, Marghanita. The village. Houghton, 
$3. May. 


A pleasant novel of postwar England which 
combines an appealing romance with a telling, 
if superficial, study of the class system 
turning topsy-turvy. Domestically inclined 
Margaret Trevor, whose middle-class family 
is as poor as church mice, falls in love with 
Roy Wilson, prosperous young printer whose 
mother was once the Trevor’s charwoman. To 
the Trevors and many of the townspeople this 
is a betrayal of class and all the decencies, 
but a little courage, a little polite blackmail, 
and some kind words spoken at the right time 
enable the young people to have their way, 
even though they must compromise to the 
extent of leaving England.

For the most part the author dwells on the 
training of Elizabeth for her official position, 
praises her qualities of kindliness, considera- 
tion, and calm confidence, and emphasizes 
happy family relationships. This sentimental 
adulation of the Queen does little toward 
giving her the dignity and stature due her as 
a sensible wife, mother, and Queen. Because 
of the perennial interest in royalty and the 
appeal of the youthful Queen, the book is 
likely to be currently but not lastingly popu- 


lar. A supplement includes comments on the 
queens who preceded Elizabeth and a list of 
England’s rulers and genealogical charts.

The Democratic senator from Illinois dis- 
cusses the need for balancing the govern- 
ment’s budget in order to safeguard the na- 
tion’s economy. He points out where specific 
savings can be made in major and minor 
matters of defense and nondefense spending 
but recognizes that even decrease in expen- 
ditures will not balance the budget. Addi- 
tional recommendations cover closing tax 
loopholes and a possible increase in general 
tax rates. The specific character of the recom- 
mendations for saving will appeal to many 
citizens but there will be objections from 
members of every group whose special inter- 
ests are involved. 


La Prensa. Defense of freedom, by the 
editors of La Prensa. Day, $4. June 26. 


The displaced editors describe the founding 
of the Argentine paper in 1869 as an honest, 
independent news organ, give some of its 
early history, and review in detail the de- 
velopments during recent years when the 
paper courageously defended itself against 
government censorship and attacks and 
measures to suppress it. The last third of the 
book consists of leading editorials that ap- 
peared in the paper since 1934 in defense of 
freedom of the press. es

After he bought an island in the Hebrides an 
English officer looked about for a business 
and found one in the waters at his front door: 
he organized an enterprise for hunting the 
basking shark and marketing the oil and by- 
products from the huge fish. His account of 
this venture (which was not a financial suc- 
cess) is of more than special interest because 
of his literate style, his sense of humor, and 
his ability to combine information and ad- 
venture in an entertainingly palatable mix- 
ture. 


Vining, Elizabeth Gray. Windows for the 
Crown Prince. Lippincott, $4. May 14. 


The personal record of four years as Eng- 
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lish tutor to Crown Prince Akihito, his sisters, 
his mother, and the girls and boys of a Jap- 
anese school; recounted with appreciation for 
the hospitality and culture of the people and 
sensitivity to their splendid efforts to under- 
stand and practice democracy. The author 
attempted to teach the values of friendliness, 
cooperation, and freedom that would help the 
young prince develop the confidence and ini- 
tiative needed to meet his responsibilities in 
a changing world. This modest account will 
do as much to promote peace and understand- 
ing as the Quaker teacher did in her quiet 
way while living in Japan.

The narrowness and less affable qualities of 
the Irish villagers are in the foreground in 
this story of Cahal who comes home from in- 
dustrial school to live with his dour grand- 
father after the old man has been deserted by 
his children. On the way home Cahal finds 
that everyone knows he is a bastard but the 
fact does not stand in the way of his ac- 
ceptance by the villagers. At first he is liked 
for his friendliness and the songs he makes 
up about everyone, but after a while his in- 
dependence and differentness of spirit set 
him apart and make the people turn against 
him. Finally they drive him out of the village 
and with him the woman he loves. Characters 
and atmosphere give the book its distinctive 
qualities.

takes him to Washington as courier for the 
Soviet espionage apparatus in which Alger 
Hiss allegedly figured. It relates how Cham- 
bers worked himself up to a senior editor at 
Time, and how, on his Maryland farm, his 
religious gropings brought him to the Quaker 
meeting. The final portion covers a detailed 
account, including transcripts, of the Hiss case. 
Casting himself as a helpless tool of history 
to dislodge his guilt feelings, the author some- 
times displays a martyrdom, a _ persecutory 
mania, and sense of mission that make his 
testimony sound like a psychiatrist’s casebook. 
His posturings, emotional wallowings, and 
self-pity may estrange some readers; his nar- 
rative power will drive others through 800 
pages.

GENERAL 


Dewey, Thomas Edmund. Journey to the 
far Pacific. Doubleday, $4. July 14. 


A report of what one American saw on an 
extensive tour in 1951 of decisive areas bor- 
dering on the western Pacific. The tour was 
undertaken to see what chance the free 
peoples of the area have for survival; the 
conflicts between local factions, strength of 
communists, resentment against the U.S. or 
other foreign powers are always noted but 
in addition the observer also comments on 
the general condition of the people and 
occasionally indulges in a bit of sightseeing. 
Readably enlightening though not profound 
over-all view of conditions in the Far East. 
No index. 


Fischer, Louis. The life and death of 
Stalin. Harper, $3.50. August 25. 


This biography helps to breach the wall 
of inaccessibility around the Soviet dictator. 
If it opens but few intimate vistas, the biog- 
rapher makes clear that Stalin has never 
permitted himself the luxury of intimacies. 
His Stalin is a great Machiavellian tactician, 
propelled by an iron willjwho moved on the 
installment plan technique to the top of the 
political pyramid, as the deity worshipped 
in the state religion of Soviet Communism. 
To get there, the author indicates, he purged 
any disaffected elements that blocked his 
path. Since Stalin’s life has always meshed 
with politics, this biography also serves as 
a history of the Soviet Union, from the revolt 
against the Kerensky regime to its rupture 
with Yugoslavia, concluding with some 
guesses at the identity of the legatees of 
Stalin’s power when the present leader dies. 


Kaufmann, Richard. Heaven pays no divi- 
dends. Viking, $3.50. August 22. 


In impersonal, uninflected tones Roderich 
Stamm tells his story, that of one young man 
out of many who grew up in post-World 
War I Germany without much realization 
of what was going on around him. Rodie 
was an ordinary sort of youth for his time, 
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interested in girls and good times, but very 
nearly oblivious to forms of government and 
ideologies; one simply accepted whatever 
authority there was and did as one was told. 
Rodie’s story covers an uneventful child- 
hood, an illness followed by foreign travel, 
the coming of war with its concomitant mu- 
tilation and bereavement, two love affairs, 
one ended by Johanna’s suicide and the other 
by Margarete’s marriage of convenience, and 
Rodie’s final acceptance of aloneness and dis- 
illusion.

Frye, Pearl. The sleeping sword; a bio- 
graphical novel (1798-1805).

Horatio Nelson and Emma Hamilton are 
the subjects of the novel. The book is about 
equally divided between the naval engage- 
ments in which Nelson figured after 1798 and 
his affair with Lady Hamilton that developed 
after her solicitous care restored him to 
health following the Battle of the Nile. The 
personal affairs of the characters are largely 
derived from letters and are portrayed more 
convincingly than the naval engagements.

Barbara recalls her first meeting with 
Martin in childhood, his influence over her 
brother, and Martin’s plan to lead the good 
life that meant one patterned after Christ’s. 
There is considerable suspense in the telling 
but Martin is seen only through the eyes of 
people whom he had helped or influenced so 
that only indirectly is the reader made to 
feel the force of the man’s personality.

Nina Nimmo addresses these memoirs to the 
world to counter the charge that she cor- 
rupted and ruined her husband, the great 
statesman of the Liberal Party. After Chester 
Nimmo had married Nina Woodville, he ma- 
nipulated her wealth and influence to lift him- 
self from poverty to a place in the Prime 
Minister’s cabinet. Whenever she tried to 
leave him for her former lover, Nimmo black- 
mailed her back into captivity. To this dem- 
agogue the working classes who support him 
politically are also pawns and chattels, to be 
betrayed for expediency. Through the nov- 
elist’s parenthetic style emerges a dim view 
of man as political animal in the England of 
this novel, which stretches from the Boer War 
to the social upheavals after World War I. 
Its firm characterization and lack of didac- 
ticism save the novel from the weaknesses of 
the usual thesis novel.

Careful research and skillful handling of the 
material create an intimate and absorbing 
story of the Victorian theater, in which the 
principal characters are modelled on Henry 
Irving and Ellen Terry. Catherine Carter, a 
promising young actress, becomes the last of 
Henry Peverel’s mistresses, and eventually 
his wife and leading lady; although they are 
profoundly in love there is a barrier between 


them, created by Henry’s irrational fear of 
competition from first-rate actors. When 
Catherine becomes depressed over the loss of 
a child, Henry meets her need by granting her 
equal recognition with himself, and finds that 
by yielding he has gained new belief in him- 
self.

A flurry of tempests in teapots beats around 
an English village girding itself for its com- 
munity pageant, festival, and beauty contest, 
in the pinch of an austerity regime. Stephen 
Tasker, secondhand bookseller, has to bring 
order and profit out of this joyous anarchy, 
although he has been saddled with all the 
problems of the town’s eccentrics. After a 
spate of minor crises, an American friend of 
Stephen’s comes like a god in a machine to 
set all to rights; at the end happy couples pair 
off neatly, as in a Shakespearean comedy. The 
author looks upon these oddities with a wry 
compassion for the vagaries of mankind.

In an extended novel about two households in 
California’s Salinas Valley, the author again 
presents some unusual and_ unforgettable 
characters. Samuel Hamilton is the Irishman 
with an imaginative, inventive turn of mind 
who never complains about his remarkably 
unproductive tract of land and manages, 
through his goodness and genuine interest in 
people, to become one of the best-loved men 
in the Valley. His sensible, efficient wife stays 
in the background but some of the numerous 
children claim special attention. The other 
household is that of Adam Trask whose 
dreams of an ideal home are shattered when 
his wife Cathy leaves him after giving birth to 
twin sons. Much of the story is given to 
Adam’s early life in a not too happy home 
in New England, and to the background of 
the beautiful, utterly depraved Cathy. To 
Adam’s household also belongs Lee, the 
educated Chinese, who rears Adam’s sons and 
interjects a calm note of oriental philosophy. 
The dominant emotional theme is the conflict 
over love, or the lack of it, between parents 
and children. Some passages are a hymn to 
the Salinas Valley.
